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Re: Implementation of the Pay Telephone Reclassification and Compensation

On September 4, 2003, Albert H. Kramer and Robert F. Aldrich, attorneys for the
American Public Communications Council (“APCC”), had a meeting with Jeff Carlisle,
Deputy Chief of the Wireline Competition Bureau, Gregory Cooke, Deputy Chief of the
Competition Policy Division, and Daryl Cooper of the Division staff.

We discussed recent decisions in dial-around compensation, and in particular the
decision in Greene v Sprint Communications, No. 02-CV-3841 (C.D. Cal. July 2, 2002),
appeal docketed, No. 02-563339 (9th Cir. 2002), in which a district court ruled that there
is no private right of action in court for violation of the Commission’s compensation
regulations. We argued that in the Commission’s pending rulemaking on who should
be responsible for paying compensation for calls routed to switch-based resellers
(“SBRs”), the Commission should consider the impact of the Greene decision. We
argued that the prospect that the Commission would have sole responsibility for
enforcing compensation rules makes it even more critical for those rules to be shaped in
ways that limit the number of carriers against whom enforcement proceedings would

potentially need to be brought.
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
